Here Moscow appears to have 
made its error.

The difficulty was 
plain: here were . principals, 
intermediaries, advisers, obsei 
vers and they’ were frequently 
mingled in pleasantly comrade- 
like union. In Manchoukuo an 
administration which displayed

Precision. Now Moscow, thanks 
always to the traditions of the 
Third International, knows 
something of what’ may be 
called the art of impersonation. 

So it is not surprising that a 
familiar atmosphere was in 
process of enfolding the Soviet 
delegates at Tokyo and the 
Soviet representatives at Harbin, 
‘The intelligence of the _in- 
telligence service did not fail. 
It laid before Moscow ‘certain 
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documents purporting to be! 
copies of correspondence pro- 
ceeding between Changchun and 
Tokyo. | Moscow's error lay, not 
in reading this file but in believ- 
ing that the world should share 
its privilege. Tokyo, presum- 
ably, takes the view that it would 
‘be unreasonable to object to the 
legitimate activities of i 
telligence | services which, as 
every one”knows, are paid to be 
intelligent. What Tokyo resents 
is this departure from the best 
habits of ‘secret diplomacy by 
resorting to publicity. Thus, not 
only Moscow but the whole 
world is let into the secret that 
the recent arrests of Soviet 
officials in Manchoukuo are al- 
eed to spring from an agreed 
Policy laid down by the Japanese 
authorities in Changehun and 
Tokyo. It will be observed from 
the ‘correspondence that the 
chief disputants over policy are 
the Japanese officials of the Man- 
choukuo administration and the 
Japanese Government _represen- 
tatives. “The pale wraiths of the 
self-determining Manchu Minis- 
ters modestly remain in the 
background. Thus Moscow's 
perplexity " decreased—in one 
direction, to be enhanced in 
another.’ The correspondence 
seemed to show that discussion 
of the sale of the railway in 
‘Tokyo would be fortunate if it 
‘were completed before measures 
devised by the Japanese author 
ties in Changehun for Man- 
choukuo's de facto acquisition of 
the railw: 
their logical success. Moscow 
obviously is not without _ex- 
Perience in paradoxes, enigmas 
and other tame inhabitants. of 
the realm of make-believe. This 
array. of incompatibilities was 
clearly too bewildering. The 
explanatory limelight of ‘publi- 
accordingly sought. 

Tokyo's contention is that 
Moscow is guilty of a breach of 
diplomatic "manners. Fellow- 
feeling prompts the comment 
that harsh measures against the 
Tass correspondent deserve re- 
consideration, He is but the 
instrument of Moscow's search 
for the unravelling of mysteries. 
This is perhaps appreciated 
the fact that a protest is to be 
made—or has been made—direct 
to Moscow. There will be whole- 
hearted support of the need to 
observe the niceties of inter- 
national relationship. Tokyo 
comes out strong here. This 
may reasonably be taken to 
imply a resolute repudiation of 
the theory that the conventions, 
which have lately been accepted 
by modern diplomatists and gov- 
ernments aswell as by the 
League of Nations, are made to 
be ignored at will or in the exi- 
lgency of “special interests”. Such 
insistence on correct deportment 
encourages the belief that the

No doubt these 
signs of alertness ean be brought 
within what the diplomatists call 
the framework of international 
understandings.

[Tokyo must be allowed to indulge

ing. A. generous tribute or 
admiration should be accorded to 
the Japanese industrialist on 
that account. 


In China Sir Harry McGowan 
perceived a definite trend of am- 
ition to develop _industrialisa- 
tion, This again is a factor to 
be noted by the West.

experience and financial re- 
sources with Chinese ener- 
gies in industrial planning 


were indicated as the logical me- 
thod of approach to that problem. 
Without professing to criticise, 
Sir Harry rightly laid stress on 
ithe importance of political stabil. 
ity to a country which required. 
the financial assistance of other 
nations, Nor is it wrong to add 
that the mobilisation of its own 
finaneial resources to the fullest 
possible extent cannot be sati 
factorily achieved unless politice 
conditions command public con- 
fidence. That point is not al 
8 recognised because the pe- 
culiar circumstances of a Gov- 
ernment which is still in the 
revolutionary stage enable it to 
apply certain forms of pressure 
in temporary concealment at times 
of the inherent weaknesses of its 
credit position. ‘Thus, in effect, 
it staves off the consequences of 
inetability. Yet the reckoning 
must come, whether in a longer 
drawn-out ‘period of rehabilita- 
tion, in a definite breakdown of 
the ‘administrative machine or, 
perhaps, in the disintegration of 
the Government itself, China has 
no need to feel excessively apolo- 
getic for the same disregard of 
the principle of political stabilisa- 
tion is to be found in the West 
today. Its influence on the coun- 
sels of statesmen is plain. The 
‘countries which are best weather- 
ing the economic storms of the 
present time are those where 
political institutions have been 
Jeast disturbed. This of course 
is the answer to the facile spirit 
‘of despair which is turning men's 
minds to dictatorships and other 
specious substitutes for repre- 
sentative forms of government.

ment on popular support. Her 
leaders are doing their best to 
maintain an administration cal-

DRUG TRAFFIC IN 
EGYPT 


Russell Pasha's Work for Its 
‘Suppression 
Frox Our Own. Comssronoest 
Cairo, Sept. 10 

The work that is being done by 
Russell Pasha in connection with the 
international. drug traffic is 50 ex 
tensive and important that one. is 
apt to forget that the Directorship 
of the Central Narcotics Bureau is 
not. offcially. his main oceupation.

Of these a 
large “number are taken up with 
special dulies connected with the 
guarding of official buildings and 
personages.
